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This decision concerns the February 27, 2004 "Petition for Revival under 37 CFR 1.137(b)" 
which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the holding pf abandonment 
in this application. 

The petition is GRANTED, 

On November 23, 2001, a final Office Action was mailed, setting forth a 3-month shortened 
statutory reply period. 

On April 5, 2002 (Certificate of Mailing date April 2, 2002), a request to file a continuing 
application under 37 CFR 1.53(d) (CPA) was filed along with, inter alia, an amendment and an 
authorization to charge any required fees (other than issue fee) to Deposit Account No. 09-0468.' 

However, the timely filed CPA was not entered. In addition, an Advisory Action was mailed on 
April 25, 2002, stating that the April 5, 2002 amendment would not be entered. A Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed on September 27, 2002. 

The Office notes that the instant application was filed before May 29, 2000. Accordingly, the 
CPA, timely filed on April 5, 2002, was a proper reply to the November 23, 2001 final Office

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action,^ and should have been entered along with the concurrently filed amendment. 

In view of the above, the application should not have been held abandoned. The holding of 
abandonment in the application is hereby withdravm, and the September 27, 2002 Notice of 
Abandonment vacated. 

No petition fee is owed, and none was charged to counsel's deposit account. 

The application file is being returned to Technology Center 2600 for vacating the April 25, 2002 
Advisory Action, and for entry of the April 5, 2002 CPA and amendment.
